Discussing the Austrian policy, Har- 
den asks if another triple alliance is 
brewing in eastern Europe, as in 1815, 
and speaks of the extraordinary mes- 
sage to Kaiser Karl of Austria, as 
proposed by Czernin, mentioning the 
sentence, “ This is a time when kings 
must unſte, pointing out that it 


smacks of the tiraes when kings went 
‘to war and fought. 


Harden ppints out that the people

“Soon, however, the people 
unite,” he says. “ King Ferdinand was 
without prospect of near assistance 
and since the Bolshevists turned in

Czernin Has Sunny Side. 
Harden calls this Czernin’s sunny 
side and says: The democrat ap- 
pears on the shady side of Czernin, 
who can be quite Wilsonian when 
necessary.

The question of taxing profits is one of the most 
difficult of all. The politician will demand the 
utmost dollar on the theory that a 100 per cent 
levy will be popular with the country. The prac 
tical business man understands that any such pro- 
gram as this might have a very disastrous effect 
on the productive activities of the country, but he 
is loath to protest for fear he may be accused of 
trying to protect his own pocket? 
The ways and means committee, for some ob- 
scure reason, still holds to the excess profits tax 
as the principal method of placing an impost on 
corporate income. They make no provision for tax 
ing war profits as such, although most economists 
favor a war profits tax. Such a tax is less likely to 
discourage production, and it has the further virtue 
of providing an automatic check upon profiteering. 
There seems to be no good reason why the new 
revenue bill might not be drafted so as to take 
advantage of both methods of taxing profits. At 
any rate, it is clear that the excess profits provi- 
sions of the old bill will have to be very largely 
rewritten. | 

The entire taxation program is so intricate and 
involves questions of such tremendous importance 
that the country can rightfully demand the most 
careful study and deliberation before any measure 
is passed. |

The city can- 
not do this now because of the bond- 
ed limitations, but any time the legis- 
lature grants the city the right to is- 
sue bonds for this purchase the muni- 
cipality can own the unified system. If 
the city does not exercise this privi- 
lege when it gets it through an act 
of the legislature, ownership of the 
lines must wait until the system has 
been completely amortized.

“While we have not been advised 
on the specific charges contained in 
the indictments returned, we assume 
they are based upon the arrangement 
between the Jersey City Stockyards 
company (in which Armour & Co. are 
interested) and the Pennsylvania rail 
road, under which the stockyards com- 
pany operates the stockyards at Jer- | 
sey City, N. J. These arrangements 
are similar to the arrangements now 
existing at all other stockyards in 
and around New York. 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany has never itself operated the 
stockyards at Jersey City, but has 
always employed others to do so un- 
der contract and lease, It leased | 
the stockyards in 1873 to uel W.

“Cut off early cabbage for current 
use close to the head, After a few 
days, numerous buds appear around 
the scar. With a pointed sharp knife 
cut out all but three of them.. Trim 
off the lower of the large leaves, leav- 
ing a spread of net over one foot. 

“ Rake in snort each stem a small 
handful of fertilizer prepared as fol- 
lows: Steamed bonemeal, four parts; 
hardwood ashes, two parts; nitrate of 
soda, one part. Unless a heavy rain: 
immediately follows the application, 
drench the soil well with sprinkling 
can and water. 

“In a few weeks you will have a 
bunch of fine grained, coreless, hard, 
little heads that have at ything in the 
cabbage line ‘ beaten forty rods.’” 

Cabbage is a cool weather plant. 
These heads are not exposed to the 
rays of the midsummer sun.

Census Padding Buck 
to Bodine.

Superigtendent of Schools John D. 
Shoop went to the state's attorney's 
office yesterday afternoon to answer 
charges that the 1916 school census fig- 
ures were padded by the addition of 
lump figures by wards, totaling 192,000. 
Mr, Shoop, under the law, is charged 
with the supervision of the census tak- 
ing. He went to the Criminal court 
building upon the invitation of Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Berger, who at 
State’s Attorney Hoyne’s direction is 


of illegal acts of the school board. 

Mr. Shoop assured Mr. Berger he 
had no knowledge of the alleged 
ding—he called it increases.” 

“The whole matter of taking the 
census was in the hands of W. L. 
Bodine, superintendent of compulsory 
education,” Mr. Shoop told the prose- 
cutor. “I know nothing of the in- 
creases’ other than that Mr. Bodine 
told me that certain ‘increases’ were 
made, I think about 4 per cent, to take 
care of errors and omissions.” 

192,000 “ Increases.” 

“Now, didn’t those ‘increases’ 
amount to something like 192,000, or 
about 24 per cent of the original official 
returns which totaled 801,066 7“ Mr. 
Berger asked. “Weren't you given 
that information, and other inform 
tion relating to charges of increases 
“I was told something of that a year 
or two ago, I think—that is, a man 
came to me, a man by the name of 
Erickson, I believe, but as I recall, 
there was nothing definite—no proof 
given me,” Mr. Shoop answered. 
Didn't this man furnish you with 
some sheets with figures indicating 
how these increases had been made— 
some tabulations, etc.?” 

“I don’t recall that he did—no, I 
think not.” 

“ Now, Mr. Shoop, you would recog- 
nize your own handwriting?” 

“O, yes, I think so,” the superin- 
tendent said with a laugh. 

Shoop’s Memory Returns, 

“Do you recognize this?” apa Mr. 
Berger showed the educator a receipt 
given to a man named Erickson with 
Mr. Shoop’s signature attached. 

“I believe he did leave some sheets 
with me,” Mr. Shoop said, his memory 
refreshed by the sight of the signa- 
ture. “They are still in my files, no 
doubt.” 

Mr. Berger asked if Mr. Shoop could 
not send the files to him and Mr. Shoop 
agreed to do it. 

Mr. Shoop was not informed as to the 
“solid six” plans for the proposed 
1918 census. He said he had advised 
against the taking of a census at this 


time. 

Warns He's Going Limit. 
Before his departure Mr. Shoop told 
the assistant prosecutor that there
